The  facts  above  presented  demonstrate  the  great  good  that  can  be 
accomplished  for  the  poor  and  needy  of  a  community,  with  a  small 
sum  of  money  judiciously  and  economically  expended. 

Every  application  for  relief  was  thoroughly  investigated,  and  if 
found  deserving,  immediate  assistance  was  granted  and  the  greatest 
care  was  taken  that  not  one  dollar  should  go  the  encouragement  of 
vice  or  spreading  depravity,  but  should  be  used  only  in  alleviating 
suffering  and  mitigating  distress. 

The  Lady  Visitors  of  the  Ward,  sent  to  the  Country,  (through  the 
Country  Week  Association),  122  women  and  children.  425  women 
and  children  were  sent  on  excursions,  on  Rivers  and  to  the  Zoologic- 
el  Garden.  Professional  visits  were  made  and  medicine  furnished  to 
123  cases.  They  send  the  children  of  the  poor  women  to  the  Kin= 
dergarten  connected  with  the  Northern  (Day  Nursery,  gzj  N . 
Seventh  Streets  Also  sent  one  family  to  Ohio,  and  secured  a  room 
for  a  poor  woman  whose  husband  deserted  her. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  residents  of  the  ward,  who  are  not  con- 
tributors to  the  Association,  will  become  so  at  the  earliest  practical 
time,  and  thus  aid  in  a  timely  charitable  work.

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Second  Annual  Report. 


The  Board  ok  Directors  of  the  19th  Ward  Association,  of  the 
Philadelphia  Society  for  Organizing  Charity  present  their  Second 
Annual  Report  to  the  members  of  the  association  feeling  convinced,  that  the 
Btatehients  will-show  thatrwe  have  been  the  means  of  relieving  much  of  the  dis- 
tress of  tiie  worthy  poor,  and  in  some  degree  have  applied  with  success,  the 
principles  governing  the  society  of  which  this  association  is  a  part.  It  would 
be  too  much  to  expect  that  these  principles,  which  aim  so  high,  could  be  fully 
developed  in  the  course  of  one,  two  or  even  a  series  of  years.  The  time  will 
probably  never  arrive  when  there  will  be  no  wretchedness-poverty-improvidence 
and  want,  and  so  long  as  these  exist  an  organization  of  some  kind  is  necessary  to 
reach  out  a  helping  hand  to  the  faltering  and  fallen,  to  teach  the  improvident 
economy,  self-respect  and  self-re'iance,  and  to  place  before  them  self-imposed  pau- 
perism as  a  disgrace  to  manhood.

The  following  cases  though  living  in  our  ward  stood  in  need  of  the  care  of 
special  institutions,  as  Hospitals,  Dispensaries,  (he  Sanitarium,  Sick  Diet  Kitchen, 
Childrens'  Homes,  etc,  and  after  investigation  were  referred  to  the  proper  place  for 
obtaining  the  relief  they  specially  stood  in  need  of,  as  follows: — 79  referred  to 
Guardians  of  the  Poor;  US  referred  to  hospitals,  and  other  institutions ;  6  referred 
to  care    of  private  individuals;  1  loan   made  by   the  association. 


The  following  cases  were  assisted  by  various  grants,  136  families,  comprising 
563  persons;  38  persons  found  employment;  849  grants  of  groceries  were 
given  out  through  our  efforts  ;  10^  tons  of  coal,  also  5  baskets  of  coal  were  dis- 
tributed. 

The  groceries  grants  were  as  follows  : — 

4,564i  ft>s.  flour  or  over  23£  barrels,  593  lbs.  corn-meal,  437J  lbs.  oat-meal,  955i  lbs. 
sugar,  471  lbs  of  rice  77  lbs.  of  coffee^  3-16  lbs.  of  tea,  214^  lbs.  of  beans,128  loaves 
of  bread,  14  ft>s.  of  butter,  116  lbs.  of  soap,  115  lbs.  of  flitch,  24  lbs.  of  crackers,  190 
eggs,  31^  pecks  of  potatoes,  and  various  other  articles.  195  medical  advices 
given  by  Superintendent,  494  visits  made  by  Superintendent.

The  Contributors  during  the  past  year  number  only  102  persons,  and  the  experi- 
ence of  the  board  is  conclusive,  that  some  more  effectual  means  must  be  adopted 
during  the  coming  year,  to  secure  a  more  general  response  horn  the  Citizens  of  the 
Ward,  to  the  appeal  of  the  association  for  the  money  so  much  needed,  to  carry 
on  its  work.  On  the  22d,  of  February,  1331,  an  entertainment  was  given  in 
Cohocksink  M.  E.  Church,  which  was  kindly  loaned  for  this  purpose  by  the 
Pastor  and  Trustees.  This  entertainment  netted  the  association  the  sum  of  $270. 
We  also  received  a  grant  from  the  Central  Board  of  §100,  and  were  it  not  for  these 
timely  helps,  we  would  have  been  forced  to  close  our  office.  The  Board  of  Direc- 
tors feeling  assured  that  the  objects  of  their  association  if  fully  known  and 
understood,  would  meet  with  a  hearthy  reception  and  cordial  co-operation  on  the 
part  of  the  citizens  of  the  ward,  determined  to  publish  i  paper  called  the  19/A 
Ward  Register  and  Advocate  of  Organized  Charily,  containing  information  in  regard 
to  the  association,  its  work  and  its  wants.  One  number  of  this  paper  was  issued 
about  October  15th,  and  about  3,000  copies  were  distributed  through  the  ward 
gratuitously.  Advertisements  were  secured  to  a  sufficient  amount  to  pay  the  expense 
of  publishing,  and  leave  a  small  balance  in  the  hands  of  the  committee. 


LADIES  CORPS. 

The  ladies  corps  of  visitors  report  that  they  have  made  1,623  visits,  distributed 
289  garments,  and  33  pairs  of  shoes,  one  stove  given  away  and  one  sewing  machine 
taken  out  of  pawn  for  a  poor  woman.   They  have  collected  for  special  cases  $34.50, 


have  contributed  out  of  their  private  purses  for  special  cases.  $59.50,  making  a 
total  of  $95.00  which  they  have  expended  without  calling  on  the  association. 
Among  other  instance.-",  the  board  of  a  young  child  was  paid  by  these  ladies  for 
12  weeks,  the  mother  of  the  child  being  in  the  House  of  Correction,  thus  relieving 
the  Board  of  Directors  who  had  paid  the  child's  board  previously.  Two  orphan 
giris  are  under  their  care  at  present.  Through  the  efforts  of  these  ladies,  six 
families  have  been  reclaimed  from  Chronic  pauperism  and  intemperance,  and 
30  families  have  been  made  independent  of  help.  In  addition  to  this  these 
ladies  have  induced  13  families  to  deposit  money  in  the  "  Fuel  Saving  Society," 
for  their  fuel  next  winter,  to  theamount  of  $42.16.  We  would  find  it  difficult  to  use 
language  too  strong  in  commendation  of  the  ladies  who  compose  the  corps  of 
visitors.  They  have  given  their  time  and  personal  attention,  with  fidelity,  energy 
and  good  will.  If  it  were  not  for  the  hearty  co-operation  of  these  ladies,  it 
would  be  impossible  for  the  Directors,  to  carry  on  successfully  the  work  of  the 
association,  and  it  seems  highly  proper,  that  the  Board  should  make  this  public 
acknowledgment,  of  the  efficient  aid  they  have  rendered.  It  may  be  well  to  state 
hen-  that  we  greatly  need  ^n  increase  in  the  number  of  the  lady  visitors,  in  order 
that  the  good  work  may  grow  and  prosper.  We  hope  that  ladies  in  the  ward, 
will  give  this  matter  their  earnest  attention,  and  by  joining  this  corps  of  noble 
workers,  greatly  lessen  the  labors  of  the  few,  and  inspire  them  with  new  courage 
and  to  stiil  greater  efforts. 

While  congratulating  the  members  on  the  amount  of  success,  which  has  atten- 
ded our  labors,  we  must  admit  that  much  remains  to  be  done,  to  carry  out  the  object 
of  our  organization,  every  member  must  put  forth  earnest  efforts,  to  secure  hearty 
confidence  in  the  society,  and  urge  every  house-holder  in  the  ward  to  co-operate 
with  it,  and  contribute  towards  its  support.

The  Board  of  Managers  respectfully  report: 

That,  owing  to  the  severity  of  last  Winter,  the  office  has  been 
taxed  considerably  more  than  for  several  years  past. 

Besides  i  ts  work  in  the  capacity  of  a  Belief  Agent  for  every  private 
person  in  Germantown,  it  is  also,  as  mentioned  in  our  last  Report,  en- 
trusted with  the  distribution  of  the  coal  furnished  at  half-price,  and 
is  an  important  auxiliary  to  the  Dispensary  and  the  Managers  of 
the  Poor. 

And,  as  we  claim  that  it  has  clearly. shown  its  capacity  to  act 
as  an  expert  with  efficiency  for  the  best  interests  of  the  tax  payers 
in  the  just  distribution  of  their  taxes  paid  for  the  poor,  so  we  also 
further  claim,  that  all  out-door  relief  in  the  township  of  German- 
town  should  be  administered  through  this  office. 

Each  year  has  necessarily  added  to  the  experience  of  the 
Superintendent  and  Visitors,  and  to  the  value  of  their  Records,  and  we 
believe  every  citizen  of  Germantown  who  is  acquainted  with  the 
workings  of  the  office  considers  its  existence  an  absolute  necessity. 

But  the  community  does  not  reap  the  benefit  it  could  and 
should,  so  long  as  any  of  the  elected  Managers  of  the  Poor  Fund 
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continue  to  dispense  it  according  to  the  old  bungling  and  inefficient 
methods.  Three  new  Managers  are  elected  by  this  Township  each 
year.  And  while  we  desire  to  be  entirely  impersonal  in  our  state- 
ments, we  must  urge  upon  the  citizens  of  this  Ward  the  importance 
of  electing  onl}r  those  men  who  will  dispense  their  money  after 
careful  investigation  of  the  merits  of  each  case  presented.  Every 
unprejudiced  Manager  of  the  Poor  Fund  is  now  glad  to  avail  him- 
self of  the  benefits  of  our  Relief  office,  and  all  such  should  be 
supported  in  thoir  position  by  the  election  of  other  Managers  of  the 
same  mind.

As  appears  on  the  foregoing  table  of  statistics,  the  number  of 
families  helped  by  the  Society's  own  funds  was  160,  representing 
656  persons ;  so  that  the  average  amount  of  money  expended  on 
each  person  (including  every  form  of  relief),  was  about  $2.18.  It 
must  be  remembered  that  these  families  were  less  than  one-half  of 
the  whole  number  (349)  whose  condition  was  investigated. 

At  present  we  feel  that  it  is  not  expedient  nor  desirable  that 
new  applicants  should  be  immediately  turned  over  to  the  Managers 
of  the  Poor,  as  their  feeling  of  self-respect  will  often-times  cause 
them  to  shrink  from  the  publicity  or  degradation  they  attach  to 
that  method  of  obtaining  relief.  For  such  cases  and  for  the  general 
expenses  of  the  office  as  a  Bureau  of  Information,  subscriptions  are 
therefore  needed  and  are  earnestly  solicited. 

We  believe  the  office  has  proved  itself  to  be  worth  much  more 
than  it  costs  the  citizens  of  Germantown.

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REPORT  OF  WOMEN'S  BRANCH.    . 

Mr.  Charles  Matlack,  Secretary — A  review  of  the  Eighth 
year  of  the  operations  of  our  branch  of  the  Relief  Society  does 
not  afford  much  new  material  upon  which  to  base  the  substance 
of  a  comprehensive  report. 

Statistics  as  gathered  from  Visitor's  records  support  our  assump-  V 
tion  that  want  of  work  is  one  of  the  least  fruitful  causes  of  the 
existence  in  our  midst  of  a  class  depending  more  or  less  upon  so- 
called  charitable  aid.  We  have  so  often  instanced  the  agency  01 
moral  and  physical  imperfections,  that  a  passing  reference  to  the 
observations  of  other  years  is  all  that  is  necessary  at  present.  If 
we  could  blot  out  intemperance,  infidelity,  irresponsibility,  and 
ignorance,  our  list  would  speedily  be  closed. 

The  colored  population  of  the  ward  may,  however,  be  cited  as 
a  favorable  exception  to  the  above.  Native  to  a  warmer  climate, 
the  progeny  of  a  different  phase  of  civilization,  they  have  peculiar 
hardships  to  undergo.  They  are  shut  off  from  the  more  lucrative 
forms  of  employment,  partly  by  prejudice,  also  in  a  measure  by 
physical  unfitness.     Yet  one  of  our  Visitors  writes: — 

"  Xo  more  satisfactory  work  is  done  in  our  Ward,  than  that  among  the  colored  people. 
I  find  them  the  most  grateful  and  easily  satisfied,  the  least  clamorous  and  complaining  of  all 
who  come  under  our  notice.  Their  children  are  quicker  to  learn,  less  immoral  in  their  " 
tendencies,  and  freer  from  the  use  of  vile  language  than  the  majority  of  white  children  we 
encounter  on  the  same  social  level.  A  sewing  school  and  mother's  meeting  held  last  Winter 
elicited  their  readiness  and  capacity  to  profit  by  instruction.  They  achieved  such  button- 
holes,  and  attained  such  proficiency  in  cutting  and  fitting  garments  as  seldom  gladden  a 
teacher's  heart  They  were  quick  and  faithful,  too,  in  practical  application  of  lessons  upon 
the  care  of  their  families  and  nursing  the  sick.  One  mother  whose  family  had  been  ravaged 
by  consumption,  came  with  a  last  boy,  who  gave  evidences  of  the  disease,  begging  to  be  shown 
how  to  take  care  of  him.  She  obeyed  our  enjunctions  implicitly,  and  the  boy  now  bidding 
fair  to  live  for  some  years  yet,  is  helping  her  neighbor's  child  to  like  results.  Our  charity  or- 
ganization covers  a  broad  field.    What  more  can  we  do  for  this  suffering  people?" 

We  believe  these  sentiments  are  echoed  by  the  experience  of 
all  Visitors  who  have  dealt  with  this  class. 

The  Pauline  Home,  started  under  the  auspices  of  this  Society, 
and  now  working  as  an  independent  organization,  materially  facili- 
tates our  labors.  Where  formerly,  at  the  cost  of  our  better  judgment, 
we  would  help  a  worthless  cripple  to  avert  suffering  from  unoffend- 
ing little  ones,  we  can  now  discriminate  between  the  interest  of 
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parent  and  child,  by  assigning  the  latter  to  the  charge  of  this  much 
needed  institution. 

We  have  collected  in  this  year  $95.00  in  contributions  and  fees 
from  forty-two  lady  members.  The  importance  of  increasing  our 
membership  cannot  be  dwelt  upon  too  strongly.  The  annual  fee  is 
81,  and  each  new  member  represents  a  new  channel  for  the  diffusion 
of  the  principles  and  methods  of  our  Association.  A  mistress  of 
a  household  affirms  her  interest  in  our  cause,  but  alleges  she  has 
little  money,  no  time  to  spare.  We  answer — "Become  a  member, 
pledge  yourself  to  use  our  cards  of  reference,  and  you  render  us 
active  assistance."

REPORT  OF  EMPLOYMENT   COMMITTEE. 


Mr.  Charles  Matlack.  Secretary — The  following  is  a  summary 
of  the  aid  furnished  to  applicants  for  employment  by  the  Employ- 
ment Committee.  There  were  twenty-four  persons  who  received  the 
benefit  of  this  form  of  aid  during  the  season  of  1880-81. 

The  employment  furnished,  consisted  as  usual,  of  sewing,  cut- 
ting out,  weighing  and  putting  up  groceries,  and  cleaning  rooms  of 
office.  Every  applicant  for  work  was  visited  by  the  Visitor  of  the 
district,  and  the  case  subjected  to  the  ordinary  rules  of  investigation, 
and  it  was  gratifying  to  find  how  much  good  this  small  weekly  sum 
did  to  many  delicate  and  aged  women,  who  were  not  able  to  do 
hard  work,  and  who  expressed  their  gratitude  for  the  assistance  in 
the  warmest  terms. 

The  clothing  made  up  is  mostly  children's,  and  given  away, 
with  the  condition  attached,  that  children  of  a  suitable  age  shall 
be  entered  and  kept  regular  attendants  at  Public  School. 

A  large  number  of  children  came  under  the  cognizance  of  the 
Society  the  past  year  and  were  fitted  with  serviceable,  warm 
clothing,  making  them  comfortable,  and  preparing  them  for  school, 
taking  away  that  shamefacedness,  that  rags  give  to  a  sensitive  child. 

There  were  made  up  in  all  374  articles,  36  of  which  were  for 
the  Pauline  Home.     The  Home  furnishing  the  material,  and  the

ANNUAL  REPORT. 

The  following  Report  of  the  labors  of  the  Association,  for  the 
year  just  past,  is  presented  by  the  Board  of  Directors: 

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Jjrd  Ward  Relief  Association  : — 

The  Monthly  Meetings  of  the  Board  have  been  attended  with  increased 
interest,  and  the  Association  has  cause  to  feel  encouraged  by  the  reports  of  the 
Visiting  Committee,  in  their  earnest  individual  efforts  to  ameliorate  the  condi- 
tion of  the  poor  in  this  Ward.  Though  their  labors  were  comparatively  light, 
during  the  summer  months,  when  work  could  he  easily  obtained,  yet  with  the 
approach  of  cold  weather  a  renewal  of  their  indefatigable  efforts  will  be  required. 

The  appended  statement  of  our  Superintendent  will  enter  more  into  detail, 
where  evidence  will  be  given  of  her  untiring  and  arduous  labors  in  behalf  of 
this  class  of  our  fellow  citizens. 

The  Report  given  by  the  Sewing  Department  will  show  that  much  good  is 
being  quietly  done  in  this  way,  offering  practical  relief  to  many  who  cannot 
leave  their  homes  and  families  to  engage  in  daily  labor.  One  colored  woman 
was  thus  enabled  to  obtain  some  of  her  clothing,  and  to  pay  for  her  supply  of 
winter  coal. 

Through  the  Chairman  of  the  "  Country  Week"  Association,  of  this  Ward, 
we  were  informed  that  40  women,  with  invalid  children,  were  sent  to  the  San- 
itarium to  receive  the  benefit  to  be  derived  from  the  river  air;  14  went  to  the 
Zoological-Garden;  9  went  on  excursions  up  the  Schuylkill  River;  and  5  to 
liu.nbay  Hook ;  75  street  car  tickets  have  been  furnished  to  send  the  poor  to 
the  Park  and  to  Steamboats  on  the  River.

In  these  29S  families,  io  deaths  occurred  during  the  past  year. 


The  office  has  been  open  the  entire  year.  The  orders  given  through  the 
summer  and  early  fall  were  principally  to  the  aged  and  sick  applicants. 
Through  the  influence  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Durburrow,  of  the  House  of  Mercy, 
three  consumptives  are  allowed  $l.$0  each,  weekly,  for  the  purpose  of  buy- 
ing nourishing  food.  It  is  most  thankfully  received  and  well  applied.  Many 
of  the  families  who  were  assisted  last  year  now  have  plenty  of  work,  live  com- 
fortably and  are  saving  money. 

Since  the  organization  of  this  Society  it  has  been  our  standing  rale  to  re- 
fuse relief,  where  the  head  of  the  family  is  a  strong  and  able-bodied  man  ;  but, 
last  winter,  owing  to  the  severity  of  many  weeks,  when  everything  was  frozen 
and  no  work  for  such  as  brickmakers.  hod-carriers  and  laborers,  the  strongman 
came  in  along  with  the  aged  and  feeble,  fairly  begging  and  cringing  for  help. 

One  of  our  Directors,  who  was  often  with  us,  said  to  us,  in  an  under  tone, 
"  Err  upon  the  side  of  Mercy."  So  we  deviated  from  our  usual  course,  and  as 
we  gave  an  order  we  asked  each  recipient,  "  if  he  would  not  feel  more  self- 
respect,  if  when  he  got  to  work  again,  he  would  pay  us  for  what  he  was  then 
receiving."  To  a  man  they  replied,  '•  that's  just  what  they  wanted  to  do  and 
intended."  Accordingly  the  names  of  these  promising  ones  were  placed  in  a 
fresh  clean  book,  arranged  so  that  we  could  easily  erase  the  name  as  the  amounts 
attached  were  paid  off.  Being  quite  familiar  with  their  faces,  having  received 
many  visits  from  them,  I  frequently  saw  them  in  the  summer  busy  at  their  work, 
but  we  never  saw  one  man  come  with  a  cent  of  money,  to  pay  for  that  which 
kept  soul  and  body  together  during  last  winter.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS 


TWENTY-SEVENTH  WARD  ASSOCIATION  OF 

THE  PHILADELPHIA  SOCIETY  FOR 

ORGANIZING  CHARITY. 


The  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  was  held  on  the  21st  day  of 
October,  1880.  The  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors  chosen  at 
that  meeting  proceeded  to  organize  for  the  work  entrusted  to  them. 

The  Ward  was  divided  into  13  districts,  and  a  Corps  of  Women 
appointed  Visitors  for  the  several  districts,  with  the  exception  of  those 
in  the  portions  of  the  Ward  that  are  distant  from  the  centre  of  popula- 
tion. The  work  in  these  outlying  districts  was  entrusted  to  the  Super- 
intendent and  members  of  the  Board. 

Rev.  Francis  C.  Pearson  was  re-elected  Superintendent  and  the  office 
of  the  Association  was  continued  at  No.  257  South  Thirty-seventh  St. 
The  Board  contracted  for  the  services  of  the  Superintendent,  office 
rent  and  the  services  of  the  Superintendent's  daughter  as  clerk,  so  far 
as  needed,  for  the  sum  of  $300  for  the  year. 

Charles  W.  Dulles  was  re-elected  physician  to  the  Association  and 
gave  his  services  gratuitously  in  all  cases  requiring  medical  treatment. 

The  number  of  cases  applying  for  relief  during  the  year  as  shown  by 
the  records  is  much  greater  than  shown  for  the -year  previous.  The 
increase  is  partly  owing  to  the  severity  of  the  winter  but  to  a  larger 
extent  results  from  the  greater  care  in  keeping  a  record  of  all  applica- 
tions in  the  books  of  the  Association,  whether  the  application  was 
made  to  Mr.  Pearson  as  visitor  to  the  Guardians  of  the  Poor  or  as  Su- 
perintendent of  the  Association.  During  the  year  ending  Oct.,  1880, 
a  considerable  quantity  of  coal  remained  in  the  hands  of  the  "Visitor 
of  the  Poor"  for  distribution.  All  persons  to  whom  such  coal  was 
sent  are  entered  on  the  books  of  the  Association  as  "referred  to  the 
Guardians  of  the  Poor."  The  same  record  is  made  of  persons  who 
applied  for  admission  to  the  Almshouse.     Entry  was  also  made  of  perT 


sons  applying  for  a  meal,  for  employment,  for  a  physician  or  other 
temporary  assistance. 

The  Report  of  the  Superintendent  shows  that  424  applications  were 
made  to  the  Association  for  relief  during  the  year  ending  the  30th  of 
September,  1SS1.     The  classification  was  as  follows:

The  Commitee  on  Decision  of  Relief  was  especially  attentive  to  the 
duties  assigned  to  it  and  with  wisdom  and  sound  discretion  passed 
upon  the  cases  requiring  relief.  Contracts  for  Coal  and  Groceries 
were  made  at  low  rates.  Medicine  was  procured  from  the  University 
Hospital  and  employment  was  found  for  a  number  of  families,  who 
were  thereby  made  self-supporting.  A  practical  form  of  relief  that  is 
growing  in  favor  with  the  Board  and  with  the  Visitor  is  the  loaning  of 
small  sums  of  money  to  worthy  families  laboring  under  temporary  em- 
barrassment. The  committee,  in  co-operation  with  the  ladies  have  so 
managed  the  business  as  to  aid  in  the  purchase  of  coal  and  payment  of 
rents  without  material  loss  to  the  Association.  A  citizen  being  advised 
of  this  form  of  aid  placed  at  the  disposal  of 'the  committee  $100  as  a 
banking  capital  for  relief  by  loans.  The  borrowed  money  is,  in  most 
cases,  paid  back  in  small  instalments  to  the  visitor  who  has  charge  of 
the  case. 

The  committee  has  found  difficulty  in  some  cases  to  procure  tempo- 
rary shelter  for  wayfarers,  and  lodging  or  meals  for  adults  and  chil- 


dren  in  need.  The  institutions  that  make  provision  for  such  cases  are 
remote  from  the  field  in  which  the  work  of  this  Association  lies,  and  it 
is  a  question  to  be  settled  in  the  near  future,  whether  West  Philadelphia 
should  not  establish  a  " Charity  House"  with  conveniences  to  give 
temporary  relief  to  those  requiring  it;  to  provide  for  a  day  nursery, 
for  a  kindergarten,  a  work  school  for  girls,  and  a  sewing  room  for 
women. 

The  Women  Visitors  have  closed  another  year  of  good  work.  Twenty- 
one  ladies  are  enrolled  in  the  corps :  they  made  during  the  year  over  250 
visits  to  40  families.  The  reports  for  previous  years  have  spoken  at 
some  length  and  with  particularity  of  the  helpful  and  encouraging  re- 
sult,' of  these  frequent,  neighborly  visits  to  the  poor;  the  subject  need 
not  be  enlarged  upon  here.  Two  features  of  the  work  of  the  Visitors 
are  worthy,  not  only  of  further  mention  but  of  the  attention  of  the 
citizens  of  West  Philadelphia.  These  are:  first,  the  Employment  of 
Women  through  the  ''Sewing  Room  Committee,"  and,  second,  the 
'•'  Fuel  Saving  Fund." 

^  The  Corps  of  Women  Visitors  established  at  the  office  of  the  Associa- 
tion a  Sewing  Room,  to  which  were  invited  poor  women  who  were  fur- 
nished with  plain  sewing  at  fair  wages,  and  thus  many  who  came  to  beg 
v.v re  enabled  to  help  themselves  by  honest  work.  The  room  was  opened 
from  the  10th  of  December,  1SS0,  to  May  6th,  1SS1.  The  Visitors 
sent  to  this  room  women  and  girls  from  the  families  visited,  and  daily 
work  was  furnished  to  all  who  applied;  as  many  as  20  and  never  less 
than  six  persons  daily  found  employment  in  the  work  room.  The 
work  turned  out  was  as  follows  : 

299  garments  for  the  Children's  Home,  West  Philadelphia, 
35°         "         "     "    Home  for  the  Friendless. 
The  committee  in  charge  of  this  branch  of  the  work  reports  that  the 
sewing  at  the  room  was  of  a  quality  entirely  satisfactory  to  the  matrons 
of  the  institutions  for  which  it  was  done,  and  showed  improvement  of 
work  under  the  instruction  and  guidance  of  the  ladies.     The  sum  of 
$151.75  was  paid  out  in  wages  to  the  women  at  the  rooms.     This  sort 
of  relief  may  be  enlarged  and  extended  in  proportion  to  the  numbers 
to  whom  it  is  applicable  and  the  amount  of  funds  at  the  disposal  of  the 
committee.     Wages,  not  alms,  should  be  offered  to  the  unfortunate, 
depressed,  discouraged  poor. 

Practical  Co-operation. 
The  Philadelphia  Fuel  Saving  Society  was  the  first  of  the  old  chari- 
ties of  the  City  to  come  into  co-operation  with  the  Society  for  Organ- 
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sociation  that  would  nominate  for  such  appointment  a  proper  person. 
The  Board  nominated  Mrs.  R.  T.  Tumbelston  and  she  was  appointed 
Receiver  in  May,  1880.  By  the  rules  of  the  Fuel  Saving  Society,  the 
Receivers  must  close  their  accounts  in  October ;  the  operations  of  the 
Association  in  this  work  extended  over  a  period  of  less  than  five 
months.  In  that  time  $ 296. 40  were  deposited  with  the  Receiver  by 
37  families,  securing  to  them  51  tons  of  coal;  15  of  these  families  are 
in  the  27th  Ward,  the  other  22  families  are  from  the  24th  Ward,  the 
latter,  though  outside  of  the  geographic  limits  of  the  Association  were 
not  excluded  from  the  benefits  of  this  effort. 

Most  of  these  families  have  heretofore  obtained  coal  from  the  Guar- 
dians and  from  Charities — two  of  them  have  been  lifted  out  of  pauper- 
ism into  conditions  of  self-support  by  this  Association,  one  of  them 
was  a  family  of  beggars  and  of  a  family  that  for  three  generations  had 
been  begging. 

Some  of  the  depositors  had  become  so  eager  to  continue  their  sav- 
ings, that  when  the  coal  account  was  closed  they  besought  Mrs.  Tum- 
belston to  receive  money  for  flour.  Under  the  advice  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Visitation  such  deposits  were  received  and  it  is  believed 
that  before  Christmas  Day  some  of  these  families  will  have  secured  in 
some  cases  one-half  and  in  others  a  barrel  of  good  flour  at  wholesale 
prices. 

By  teaching  them  to  save  and  not  beg  the  poor  are  helped  out  of 
poverty,  not  into  pauperism. 

Under  this  head — practical  co-operation— must  be  mentioned,  not 
the  name,  but  the  act  of  a  citizen  who,  wishing  wisely  to  distribute  re- 
lief to  some  of  his  poor  neighbors,  learning  of  the  effort  of  this  Associa- 
tion to  help  deserving  honest  families  by  advancing,  by  way  of  a  loan, 
the  price  of  a  ton  of  coal,  a  pair  of  shoes,  or  some  implement  or  tool 
used  by  a  workman,  gave  authority  to  the  Committee  on  Decision  of 
Relief  to  draw  on  him  for  $100.  Several  families  were  last  winter 
warmed  by  coal  purchased  through  this  friend ;  they  repaid  their  loans 
in  most  cases  in  full  and  next  winter  will  purchase  with  their  savings 
through  the  Fuel  Saving  Society. 

Under  the  management  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  and 
Co-operation  public  meetings  were  held  in  the  lecture  rooms  of  the  West 
Walnut  Street  Church,  Woodlands  Presbyterian  Church,  Berean  Bap- 
tist Church  and  the  Fortieth  Street  Methodist  Church,  at  which  the 
object  and  methods  of  the  Association  were  explained.  A  meeting 
was  also  held  in  the  Princeton  Presbyterian  Church,  Thirty-ninth  and 
Powelton  Avenue,  for  the  purpose  of  extending  the  work  of  the  Asso- 
ciation into  the  24th  Ward.

ANNUAL  REPORT. 


In  presenting  the  Third  Annual  Report  of  the  Twenty-ninth 
Ward  Association,  your  Directors  deem  it  well  to  preface  it  with 
the  statement  of  the  principles  and  methods  designated  by  the 
Central  Board  to  guide  its  administration. 

The  primary  objects  of  tills  Association  shall  be 

1.  To  bring  the  existing  charitable  organizations  of  the  city 
into  co-operation. 

2.  To  secure  investigation  into  all  applications  for  relief. 

3.  To  discourage  vagrancy  and  indiscriminate  giving. 

4.  To  furnish  employment  as  far  as  possible  to  those  who  are 
able  to  work. 

5.  To  promote  the  general  welfare  of  the  poor  by  educational, 
social  and  religious  instrumentalities. 

().  To  supplement  the  relief  of  existing  societies  by  such 
sirreucies  and  methods  as  may  appear  to  be  necessary. 

In  the  faithful  endeavor  to  discharge  the  trust  which  thus 
involves  the  education  of  both  the  givers  and  receivers  of  charity, 
the  results  indicate  that  a  greater  measure  of  success  has  been 
attained  among  the  latter  than  the  former;  they  have  learned 
that  rigid  investigation  has  followed  all  applications  for  aid,  and 
in  consequence  of  this,  vagrancy  has  practically  ceased  in  this 
Ward;  that  relief  is  given  only  to  the  really  needy,  and  that 
this  Association  brings  its  own  methods  of  relief  into  action  only 
to  supplement  the  co-operation  of  the  existing  charities.  That 
these  things  are  so,  is  evident  from  the  fact  that  the  number  of 
applications  rejected  and  those  referred  to  other  institutions 
scarcely  varies  from  the  number  reported  last  year,  and  that  the 
class  of  applications  with  which  we  have  specially  to  deal  lias 
increased  but  25  per  cent.,  an  increase  almost  entirely  due  to  the 
very  protracted  inclemency  of  last  winter,  and  the  relief  extended 
was  of  but  temporary  nature. 

Still  the  records  show  that  about  100  new  families  come  each 
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year  into  the  rauge  of  our  Association,  and  nearly  the  same  num- 
ber of  families  are  constantly  under  its  supervision  and  care. 

It  is  also  apparent  that  the  principles  governing  this  Associa- 
tion are  well  understood  by  the  small  but  efficient  body  of 
workers  in  the  Women's  Branch.  More  than  1000  visits  were 
made  by  them  this  past  year  to  these  families,  and  on  behalf  of 
them,  in  efforts  to  secure  employment  for  those  able  to  work,  in 
caring  for  the  sick  among  them,  and  in  bringing  every  possible 
influence  to  bear  to  induce  in  them  habits  of  thrift  and  self- 
dependence. 

The  Directors  would  here  express  their  sense  of  the  great 
value  of  the  services  of  the  Superintendent,  to  whose  intelligent 
devotion  and  wise  judgment  is  due  much  of  the  success  we 
have  accomplished. 

But  it  is  very  evident  that  the  methods  and  aims  of  this  Asso- 
ciation are  still  but  little  comprehended  in  the  Ward,  when  it  is 
remembered  that  our  workers  number  but  40,  and  less  than  200 
persons  contributed  §1061.43,  the  amount  secured  last  year.  The 
receipts  of  this  Association  should  not  be  less  than  82,500  or 
$3,000  per  annum,  for  money  is  greatly  needed,  not  only  to 
purchase  coal  and  provisions,  which  afford  but  temporary  relief, 
but  for  the  establishment  and  support  of  day  nurseries,  kinder- 
gartens and  kitchen-gardens,  and  other  agencies  which  experi- 
ence has  shown  to  be  so  effective  in  helping  the  poor,  and 
especially  the  children  of  the  poor,  to  a  better  vantage  ground 
in  their  struggle  for  a  livelihood ;  and  we  should  also  give  of 
our  abundance  (for  this  is  a  prosperous  Ward),  to  aid  the  work 
in  the  poorer  sections  of  the  city. 

The  Association  is  thus  brought  face  to  face  with  the  prob- 
lem, how  shall  the  4,000  or  5,000  well-to-do  families  in  the 
Ward  be  so  awakened  to  the  needs  of  the  100  families  which 
have  so  great  a  claim  on  their  constant,  thoughtful,  neighborly 
care  ;  the  solution  of  it  must  of  necessity  be  a  very  gradual  pro- 
cess ;  but  it  is  possible  to  make  a  beginning ;  we  can  hope  to 
interest  others  only  as  we  ourselves  are  interested;  it  is  there- 
fore recommended  that  a  conference  be  formed,  consisting  of  the 
Ward  Directors,  Visitors,  and  any  one  who  can  be  induced  to 
join  it,  which  shall  meet  statedly  and  frequently,  where  workers 


wonld  be  educated  into  an  intelligent  interest  in  the  subject,  and 
concert  and  harmony  of  action  secured. 

To  the  members  of  this  conference,  so  educated  and  inter- 
ested, it  is  recommended  that  during  the  coming  year  each  one 
make  it  an  object  of  personal  endeavor  to  arouse  one  of  the 
4,000  well-to-do  uninterested  families  to  such  a  sense  of  respon- 
sibility, that  the  close  of  another  year  may  find  our  corps  of 
workers  doubled  in  numbers;  this  would  be  a  decided  gain,  as 
it  would  permit  of  a  reduction  in  the  number  of  poor  families  now 
necessarily  assigned  to  each  Visitor,  and  would  in  many  ways 
make  it  easier  to  promote  the  general  welfare  of  the  poor  by 
opening  to  us  avenues  to  educational,  social  and  religious  instru- 
mentalities now  practically  closed.

REPORT  OF  THE  WOMEN'S  CORPS  OF  VISITORS. 

The  Visitors  of  the  Ward  feel  that  they  have  been  able  to 
prosecute  their  third  year's  work  more  intelligently,  and  with 
better  results  than  heretofore. 

It  is  a  source  of  congratulation  that  we  are  able  to  retain  so 
many  of  our  experienced  Visitors ;  that  they  do  not  yield  to  the 
discouragements  that  often  beset  them,  but  retain  their  interest 
and  renew  their  labors  each  year.  Visitors  must  be  educated  in 
the  work  and  its  fundamental  idea  of  help  out  of  poverty  rather 
than  in  it,  before  they  are  really  valuable  to  it. 

While  trying  to  help  those  about  us  who  need  help,  we  feel 
that  we  are  receiving  a  liberal  education  in  theoretical  and  ap- 
plied charity.  Beside  our  work  among  the  poor,  the  monthly 
meetings  of  our  visitors,  the  meetings  of  the  Women's  Confer- 
ence and  the  Assembly,  we  find  invaluable  educators,  and  cannot 
refrain  from  urging  attendance  upon  them  upon  all  who  wish 
to  be  informed  in  the  Social  Science  of  the  day  and  upon  the 
topics  that  vitally  interest  us  all  as  members  of  society  and 
lovers  of  our  kind,  whether  or  not  we  expect  to  engage  person- 
ally in  any  work  of  charity  so-called. 

The  number  of  our  Visitors  remains  still  in  the  neighborhood 
of  thirty;  for  while  we  have  gained  valuable  helpers,  we  have 
had  inevitable  losses,  caused  by  the  changing  circumstances  of 
the  Visitors.  Our  personal  and  local  losses  are,  happily,  not 
always  losses  to  the  cause;  one  of  our  very  best  workers  goes 
from  us  this  year  to  another  city,  where  the  ability  and  experi- 
ence which  were  so  valuable  to  us  will,  no  doubt,  be  well 
employed.  Our  number  is  still  far  too  small,  and  we  earnestly 
desire,  and  greatly  need,  the  more  active  sympathy  and  co- 
operation of  the  women  of  the  Ward ;  those  who  could  not  give 
personal  service,  could  greatly  benefit  themselves  and  others  by 
systematically  discountenancing  almsgiving  at  their  doors,  and 
making  the  experienced  visitor  their  agent  in  the  distribution  of 
cast-off  clothing,  broken  pieces,  and  all  such  household  supplies 
as  are  to  spare  in  nearly  every  well-to-do  family.  The  lack  of 
this  co-operation  on  the  part  of  housekeepers,  is  the  most  serious 
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hindrance  our  work  encounters,  and  we  would  kindly  and 
respectfully  urge  every  woman  in  the  Ward  to  consider  her  own 
responsibility  in  the  matter. 

When  time  allows,  we  have  in  mind  a  systematic  visitation  of 
the  rich  as  well  as  the  poor,  of  the  givers  as  well  as  the  receiv- 
ers, with  a  view  to  informing  thorn  as  to  the  work  of  the  charity 
organization  and  enlisting  their  interest  in  it.  It  has  seemed  to 
us  that  things  would  be  well  adjusted  when  each  family  in 
comfortable  circumstances  should  have,  under  a  wise  supervision, 
a  family  needing  help — not  necessarily  pecuniary  help.  Mutual 
benefits  might  flow  from  this  arrangement,  and  the  needy  be 
provided  for  without  unduly  burdening  any  one.  One  of  my 
neighbors  asks  of  me  each  year  the  address  of  some  family,  for 
whom  she  and  her  little  boy  can  "  make  a  Christmas  •"  and 
every  holiday  season  some  family  is  surprised  an  1  gladdened  by 
this  neighborly  kindness — clothing  and  food  from  the  mother, 
and  from  her  son  such  toys  and  boohs  as  he  has  outgrown,  but 
which  are  new  and  delightful  to  other  children,  or  he  is  allowed 
to  buy  something,  and  he  gives  it  himself,  that  he  may  learn  the 
duty  and  pleasure  of  taking  thought  for  others  not  as  happily 
circumstanced  as  himself. 

The  special  efforts  made  last  year  were  in  a  measure  success- 
ful, and  are  still  being  pursued.  The  list  of  working  women 
has  been  kept  up,  and  some  have  been  greatly  helped  in  getting 
work,  though  work  has  been  scarce  and  workers  often  in- 
competent. 

The  ladies  of  the  Ward  Committee  rendered  efficient  aid  in 
the  work  of  the  Country  Week  Association.  Sixty-five  women 
and  children  received  the  benefit  of  one  or  two  weeks'  sojourn 
in  the  country,  largely  through  the  efforts  of  the  Ward  Visitors. 
One  lady,  with  family  help,  hunted  up  and  took  to  the  cars 
twenty-nine  children. 

One  lady  obtained  a  place  for  a  mother  and  two  sickly  child- 
ren, in  whom  she  had  long  been  interested.  From  the  mother 
she  received  a  most  grateful  and  appreciative  letter.  She  says  : 
"I  don't  know  when  I've  felt  so  well;  the  family  is  so  kind, 
and  they  like  the  children  so  much.  I  don't  have  any  trouble 
with  them.     We  have  the  best  of  everything  to  eat,  and  plenty 


of  fruit  and  milk.  The  children  are  as  happy  as  the  birds, 
running  around  with  their  kettles  and  getting  apples  and  pears. 
Mr.  Jones  carries  the  mail,  and  he  took  me  and  the  children  in 
the  wagon  about  four  miles  up-country,  and  we  arc  going  with 
him  every  morning  this  week,  for  my  time  is  up  on  Saturday. 
I  feel  so  thankful  to  you  and  the  rest  of  the  ladies.  I  will  try 
and  pay  it  back  sometime." 

Reports  from  all  the  Visitors  have  not  yet  been  received. 
Fifteen  report  five  hundred  and  nineteen  visits  to  the  poor,  so 
that  we  estimate  for  the  whole  about  seven  hundred  and  fifty 
visits.  No  record  has  yet  been  kept  of  visits  made  to  other  per- 
sons and  places  in  behalf  of  the  poor,  which  it  is  expected  will  be 
done  another  year.  Four  hundred  and  fifty  articles  of  clothing 
have  been  distributed ;  also,  muslin,  calico  and  shoes.  A  Clothing 
Committee  has  been  in  session  every  Friday,  for  the  reception 
and  distribution  of  clothing.  This  Committee  will  be  continued 
during  the  present  year.  Supplies  are  solicited — to  be  sent  to 
the  Soup  House,  N.  W.  corner  10th  and  Thompson  streets. 

From  the  reports  at  hand,  I  cite  a  few  special  cases  :  One, 
involving  much  work  and  care,  was  that  of  a  mother  and 
daughter,  who  were  visited  two  or  three  times  a  week  for  three 
months.  The  daughter  was  cared  for  during  a  painful  wasting- 
away  by  consumption,  and  made  comfortable  so  far  as  attention 
could  do  it.  The  poor  girl  died,  with  a  softened  and  thankful 
heart,  and  by  the  kindness  of  St.  Matthew's  P.  E.  Church, 
received  burial  in  its  cemetery  lot. 

Over  a  hundred  dollars  was  raised  and  expended  for  them  by 
the  ladies  having  the  case  in  charge  and  those  whom  they  inter- 
ested in  it. 

When  the  Jewish  Foster  Home,  on  15th  street,  was  removed 
to  a  new  building,  by  the  kindly  gift  of  one  of  the  directors, 
two  poor  women  were  assisted  with  furniture  for  housekeeping, 
and  thereby,  it  is  hoped,  made  self-supporting. 

One  drunken  mother  of  five  children,  has  been  so  far  in- 
fluenced by  the  Visitor,  that  she  has  only  been  known  to  indulge 
her  propensity  when  the  Visitor  was  out  of  town  and  she  knew 
it.  She  has  reformed  her  habits  so  as  to  make  a  comfortable 
home  for  her  children,  two   of  whom    are  now  at  work  and 
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contributing  to  her  support,  while  the  youngest  lias  been  given 
up  to  the  care  of  the  Methodist  Orphanage.  No  one  previously 
had  been  successful  in  getting  her  to  give  it  up,  but  both  mother 
and  child  are  now  entirely  satisfied  and  contented. 

A  Visitor  reports  the  case  of  a  man  who  cannot  let  the  drink 
alone,  and  so  sadly  falls  away  from  her  hopes;  but  he  showed 
liis  gratitude  for  her  efforts  in  behalf  of  himself  and  his  family 
by  corning  of  his  own  accord  to  clear  away  the  snow  from  the 
pavement  and  yard  of  her  house,  entirely  refusing  the  offered 
payment,  and  being  finally  induced,  with  much  difficulty,  to 
accept  a  small  part  of  the  sum  offered. 

Another  report  speaks  of  nine  families  visited,  in  which  there 
were  six  husbands,  and  five  were  drunkards. 

Twice  during  the  year,  the  Visitors  of  the  20th  and  29th 
Wards  have  had  pleasant  and  instructive  conference  meetings, 
comparing  methods  and  results,  and  getting  the  benefit  of  the 
wisdom  and  experience  gained  by  each  corps  of  Visitors  in  their 
different  fields. 

All  engaged  in  this  work  seem  to  feel  that  while  they  may 
influence  adults,  especially  parents,  and  effect  some  change  for 
the  better  in  their  homes  and  lives,  yd,  the  great  hope  is  in  the 
young.  We  want  the  influence  and  means  of  the  truly  chari- 
table, that  there  may  be  Ward  or  district  houses,  where  we  can 
have  kindergartens  and  day  nurseries,  where  neglected  children 
may  receive  food  and  care  and  something  better  than  the  edu- 
cation of  the  street,  while  the  mother's  hands  are  freed  for  work, 
made  imperative  by  the  weakness  or  wickedness  of  the  natural 
bread-winners.  We  want  industrial  schools,  to  transform  waste 
material  into  skilled  labor,  doing  the  world's  work,  and  thereby 
working  out  their  own  salvation.  As  it  is,  we  feel  that  we  are 
dealing  with  effects  rather  than  causes,  working  away  on  the 
surface  of  things,  instead  of  digging  deep)  and  laying  founda- 
tions upon  which  those  who  come  after  us  may  build  the 
complete  edifice  of  a  true  charity,  which  shall  not  enfeeble  and 
pauperize,  but  shall  strengthem  and  redeem.

The  grants,  which  do  not  include  the  clothing  given  out  under 
the  direction  of  the  Visitors,  were  chiefly  coal  and  provisions, 
and  were  distributed  among  93  families.  By  comparing  this 
report  with  that  of  last  year,  it  will  be  seen  that  while  the  other 
figures  have  not  materially  changed,  the  grants  number  103  in 
excess  of  last  year  (407  in  1880,  510  in  1881).  This  may  be 
ascribed,  I  think,  to  two  causes,  the  greater  severity  of  the 
winter,  and  the  unusual  amount  of  sickness  which  made  repeated 
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donations  necessary,  several  families  being  almost  entirely  sup- 
ported by  tlie  Association  during  the  severe  illness  of  the 
"  bread-providers.5' 

The  office  has  continued  to  enjoy  a  marked  freedom  from  the 
visits  of  professional  paupers,  and  our  attention  has  only  been 
directed  to  this  class  by  their  efforts  to  victimize  the  citizens  of 
the  Ward  and  elsewhere.  Besides  a  number  of  old  acquaint- 
ances, who  have  returned  to  us  from  time  to  time,  we  have 
had  during  the  year  applications  from  100  new  families,  a 
decrease  of  11  since  the  last  report.  This  large  number  of 
persons  who,  in  a  -ingle  year, and  in  a  single  Ward,  have  found 
it  necessary  to  sei  k  alms,  eloquently  testifies  to  the  importance 
and  extent  of  the  field  occupied  by  the  Society,  and  the  necessity 
for  many  more  workers  for  the  cause  of  suppressing  crime  and 
Hieing  up  the  helpless.  It  also  points  to  one  of  the  most  dis- 
couraging featun  s  of  charity  work  ;  I  moan  the  propensity  of 
the  poor  to  wander.  It  so  often  happens  that  just  when  our 
influence  for  good  is  beginning  to  be  felt,  our  poor  friends  disap- 
pear, difficulty  in  paying  rent  being  one  of  the  chief  causes  of 
frequent  removal.  We  sometimes  hear  of  them,  however, 
through  the  inqu'.ries  of  other  Ward  associations,  but  until  the 
city  is  thoroughly  organized  in  every  part,  much  valuable  labor 
will  be  from  thi-  cause  without  full  return.  It  is  not  lost 
entirely,  let  us  I:  pe,  as  the  seeds  of  independence  and  thrift, 
even  imperfectly  own  and  cultivated  will  perhaps  bring  forth 
some  fruit  in  the  future.  Last  year,  we  thought  it  instructive 
and  interesting  to  ascertain  as  well  as  we  could  what  were  the 
active  causes  at  work  in  causing  poverty  and  distress.  With 
this  view,  let  us  look  at  100  new  cases.  21  of  them  we  can  dis- 
miss at  once,  as  they  were  found  to  have  resources  sufficient, 
without  seeking  alms.  Of  the  remaining  7G,  sickness  and  old 
age  heads  the  list  with  37. 

The  cases  of  accidental  poverty  due  to  sickness  or  injury  com- 
prise the  most  satisfactory  and  hopeful  ones  with  which  we  have 
to  deal;  for  if  th  y  are  properly  managed,  they  will  upon  recov- 
ery return  to  a  life  of  independence  and  usefulness.  In  15, 
intemperance  was  ;  lie  direct  and  very  apparent  cause  of  the  pov- 
erty, and  closely  allied  to  them  were  6  cases  of  desertion  of  wives 
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and  helpless  families ;  6  were  hard-working  widows  with  young 
families,  whose  meagre  wages  were  not  sufficient  to  meet  the 
increased  expenditures  of  the  winter  season  ;  11  could  probably 
be  fairly  charged  to  want  of  work  in  those  who  were  ready  and 
anxious  to  be  employed,  and  1G  belonged  to  the  unfortunate 
band  of  "  incapables."  This  latter  class  never  fail  to  excite  the 
sympathies  of  the  charitable  for  a  time  at  least,  and  they  tax  the 
patience  and  tact  of  the  Visitor  to  the  uttermost. 

In  this  classification  of  the  causes  of  poverty  in  the  Twenty- 
ninth  Ward,  I  do  not  wish  to  be  understood  as  assigning  causes 
absolutely  accurate  and  comprehensive.  The  subject  of  pauper- 
ism cannot  be  so  simplified  ;  if  it  could,  the  problem  of  dealing 
with  it  would  be  easy  and  plain.  I  have  simply  indicated  what 
may  be  the  exciting  causes.  Many  indirect  and  more  obscure 
conditions  play  a  most  important  part.  For  instance,  we  have 
charged  15  cases  to  intemperance,  but  we  cannot  estimate  the 
indirect  influence  of  this  great  social  evil  with  its  paralyzing 
effect  upon  body  and  mind,  and  which  infects  whole  families 
with  the  seeds  of  pauperism  and  crime.  Society  lias  not  yet 
learned  how  to  grapple  with  it,  but  the  time  will  come  when 
motives  of  economy  and  self-protection,  if  not  the  more  unsel- 
fish one  of  philanthropy,  will  cause  us  to  take  hold  of  the  ques- 
tion of  intemperance.  In  the  meanwhile,  it  will  be  well  for 
this  Society  to  keep  before  the  eyes  of  the  people  the  proportions 
of  this  great  cause  of  poverty  and  distress. 

It  is  somewhat  discouraging  in  looking  back  over  another 
year's  work  to  find  our  report  correspond  in  detail  so  closely 
with  that  of  last  year,  and  that  it  has  been  necessary  to  assist 
almost  as  many  families.  And  yet  we  have  made  some  progress, 
as  a  number  of  persons  who  are  now  self-supporting  can  testify. 
But  the  progress  of  a  great  work  like  this  must  be  very  gradual. 
Its  very  nature  requires  this.  We  are  attempting  to  educate  in  &-"" 
habits  of  industry  and  economy  persons  who  have  been  born 
and  bred  in  exactly  opposite  tendencies,  and  are  surrounded  by 
influences  which  tend  mightily  to  bring  to  naught  our  best 
efforts.  Those  who  would  enlist  themselves  as  workers  with  us 
must  not  look  for  a  high  degree  of  excellence  in  those  with 
whom  charity  brings  them  in  contact,  or  they  will  be  disheart- 
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cned  and  soon  ready  to  give  up.  The  testimony  of  one  whose 
wisdom  seems  to  have  been  thousands  of  years  ahead  of  his  day 
and  generation,  is  :  "I  have  been  young  and  now  am  old,  yet 
saw  I  never  the  righteous  forsaken,  and  his  seed  begging  their 
bread.''  I  need  scarcely  say  that  "  righteous  "  in  this  case  does 
not  mean  joining  a  church  to  get  a  share  of  the  communion  alms. 
Therefore  we  should  remember  that  if  the  cause  of  poverty  can- 
not be  placed  to  the  account  of  some  accidental  circumstance, 
such  as  sickness  or  injury,  it  almost  always  rests  in  individual 
lack  of  knowledge  and  ambition  to  gain  an  independent  liveli- 
hood. Remembering  this,  we  should  not  be  disappointed  and 
discouraged,  when  our  poor  clients  fail  to  come  up  to  the  stan- 
dard of  their  more  thrifty  neighbors,  but  should  make  allow- 
ances, and  be  unceasing  in  our  efforts  to  elevate  them  from 
their  unfortunate  position.  Employment  of  a  simple  and 
unskilled  kind  offers  the  best  remedy  for  their  disease,  while 
the  Visitor  does  her  best  iu  improving  their  untidy  and  desolate 
homes.  But  in  spite  of  our  best  efforts,  we  often  fail  with  the 
present  generation,  and  we  should  therefore  look  to  the  children 
for  better  things  in  the  future.  If  we  can  only  insist  upon  the 
education  of  their  pliant  natures  in  ha1. its  of  thrift  and  morality,  !he 
city  will  in  time  be  rid  of  a  most  expensive  and  dangerous  class 
of  people.  Our  Visitors  have  done  a  good  work  in  causing  child- 
ren to  be  sent  to  school,  and  in  many  eases  clothing  them  decently 
for  that  purpose,  but  we  still  lack  the  co-operation  of  many 
citizens,  who  ignorantly  encourage  a  life  of  youthful  pauperism, 
and  make  the  business  of  begging  profitable.  I  would  earnestly 
ask  again  for  the  more  general  use  of  the  tickets  provided  by 
the  Association  to  be  given  to  strangers  seeking  alms,  and  will 
guarantee  that  all  persons  so  referred  will  be  properly  taken 
care  of.  We  have  made  arrangements  by  which  even  homeless 
people  can  be  provided  with  temporary  maintenance,  until  we 
have  had  time  to  inrpiire  into  their  circumstances. 

During  the  vcar,  we  have  carried  out  to  the  fullest  extent  pos- 
sible, the  plan  of  co-operation  with  other  societies  and  local 
ap-encies.  These  include  many  of  the  churches,  both  Protestant 
and  Roman  Catholic  ;  the  Grandom  Institution  and  the  Boudi- 
not  Coal   Fund,  the  Home  Missionary  and  Union  Benevolent 
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Societies,  the  Swiss,  German  and  St.  George  Societies,  the  House 
of  Industry,  N.  W.  Soup  House,  the  Guardians  of  the  Poor, 
Woman's  Hospital  and  Northern  Dispensary,  the  Society  to  Pro- 
tect Children  from  Cruelty,  the  Country  Week,  and  many 
others. 

The  plan  adopted  last  year  of  asking  citizens  to  apply  to  us 
for  men  or  women  to  work  by  the  day  or  hour  met  with  consid- 
erable success,  much  employment  being  found  for  the  poor  in 
this  way.  I  trust  that  the  enterprise  will  be  continued,  as  the 
giving  of  employment  is  the  only  true  charity  in  many  cases. 
We  will  continue  to  send  out  only  those  who  are  well  recom- 
mended, and  in  return  will  ask  the  kind  forbearance  of  those 
employing  them,  for  a  class  of  people  who  cannot,  as  a  rule, 
rank  as  first-class  laborers. 

We  still  need  many  things  to  make  our  work  successful,  and 
especially  we  need  the  sympathy  and  co-operation  of  the  people. 
Our  volunteer  workers  have  done  their  part  well,  but  they  are 
a  very  small  representation  of  a  great  Ward  like  this. 

We  need  recruits  in  the  Corps  of  Visitors  to  divide  the  work, 
that  it  may  be  thoroughly  and  efficiently  done,  and  mission- 
aries also,  to  the  givers  of  charity.  There  are  man)'  charitable 
and  conscientious  people  about  us  who  not  only  withold  from,  us 
their  assistance  and  counsel,  but  do  us  a  positive  injury  by  con- 
tinuing to  give  in  the  old,  blind  way.  It  should  be  the  earnest 
aim  of  the  Association  to  interest  these  in  our  methods  of  work, 
educating  them  to  the  point  of  intelligent  co-operation  with  us, 
which  is  of  such  vital  necessity  for  the  prosperity  of  the  work.

BY-LAWS  OF  THE  SOCIETY 

ADOPTED  NOVEMBER  18th,  1879, 

AND 

AMENDED   DECEMBER  5th,  1881. 

Article  I.— Title. 

The  title  of  this  Society  shall  be  ''The  Philadelphia  Society  for 
Organizing  Charttv." 

Article  II. — Or.if.cts. 

Its  aims  shall  be  : 

1 .  To  reduce  vagrancy  and  pauperism,  and  ascertain  their  true  causes. 

2.  To  prevent  indiscriminate  and  duplicate  giving. 

3.  To  secure  the  community  from  imposture. 

4.  To  see  that  all  deserving  cases  of  destitution  are  properly  relieved. 

5.  To  make  employment  the  basis  of  relief. 

Article  III — Methods. 

The  objects  of  the  Society  shall  be  attained  as  follows  : 

1.  By  a  system  of  visiting  and  inquiry  so  thorough  as  to  secure  full 
knowledge  of  the  merits  ol  each  case. 

2.  By  placing,  under  proper  limitations,  the  results  of  its  inquiries  at 
the  service  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Public  Charities  of  the  State 
of  Pennsylvania,  Poor  Boards,  Correctional  Institutions,  church  societies, 
charitable  organizations  and  private  persons  of  benevolence,  and  inviting 
their  co-operation  to  prevent  wasteful  and  mischievous  alms-giving. 

3.  By  obtaining  the  necessary  help  for  all  deserving  cases  of  want  from 
the  proper  charitable  societies,  or  from  official  or  individual  sources  ;  or, 
failing  in  this,  by  furnishing  relief  from  its  own  lu»:ds>. 

4.  By  raising  the  poor  from  a  condition  of  depenaence  by  fostering  their 
self-respect,  and  by  promoting  habits  of  forethought  and  self-help,  and 
better  and  more  sanitary  modes  of  living. 

5.  By  seeking  to  secure  the  harmonious  co-operation  of  existing  charita- 
ble organizations  with  each  other  and  with  this  Society. 

G.  By  co-operation  with  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Public  Chari- 
ties of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania. 

Article  IV — Society. 

1.  The  Society  shall  consist  of  Annual  Members,  including  the  members 
of  its  Local  Associations,  and  of  persons  who  shall  contribute  not  less 
than  five  dollars  annually  to  the  funds  of  the  Society  ;  of  Life  Members, 
who  shall  contribute  not  less  than  five  hundred  dollars  to  the  funds  of 
the  Society  ;  of  Honorary  members,  who  shall  be  elected  to  membership 
by  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Society  in  consideration  of  their  promi- 
nent relations  to  the  Educational,  Charitable  or  Correctional  interests  of 


the  Commonwealth,  ami  of  Corresponding  Members,  elected  by  the  Hoard 
of  Directors  of  the  Society  consisting  of  persons  not  1-esidiug  in  Philadel- 
phia, whose  attainments  in  Charitable  or  Social  Economy  shall  commend 
thf-m  as  valuable  correspondents  to  the  Society. 

-3.  The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  boas  follows:  The  Mayor  of  the 
City  shall  be ex-offlcio  President,  the  presidents  of  its  District  Associations 
shall  be  ex-ojleio  Vice  Presidents,  and  the  General  Secretary  and  Treas- 
urer, chosen  by  its  Board  of  Directors,  shall  he  the  corresponding  officers 
of  the  Society. 

:».  The  administration  of  the  affairs  of  the  Society  and  its  executive 
power  shall  he  vested  in  a  Board  of  twenty-one  Directors,  one-third  of 
whom  shall  be  elected  at  each  annual  meeting.  Provided,  that  the  whole 
number  of  twentv-one  Directors  shall  1)3  chosen  at  the  annual  meeting  in 
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4.  Stated  meetings  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  annually,  in  the  mouth 
of  November,  and  special  meetings  may  bo  held  at  the  call  of  its  Board 
of  Directors. 

Artic:  e  v  —Board  of  Directors. 

*i.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  divide  the  city  into  convenient 
Districts  for  the  operations  of  the  Society,  and  may  change  the  boundaries 
of  the  same,  as  they  may  deem  necessary.  They  shad  promote  in  each 
district  the  formation  of  the  local  or  District  Association  provided  for  in 
Aiticle  VII  of  these  by-laws.  They  may  appoint  and  pay  the  District 
Superintendents,  ami  shall  require  from  them  regular  reports,  embracing. 
t>o  far  as  possible,  all  cases  calling  for  their  action  in  their  respective 
districts ;  shall  cause  such  records  to  be- kept  by  the  District  Superin- 
tendents, and  by  the  General  Secretary,  as  may  be  necessary  to  pi  event 
imposture,  and  the  overlapping  ot  relief,  and  facilitate  communication 
between  all  charitable  Societies  and  Institutions.  They  shall  make  a  com- 
prehensive report  to  the  Society  at  its  Annual  Meeting. 

:2.  To  carry  into  effect  the  objects  of  the  Society  the  Board  of  Directors 
may  enact  such  By-Laws,  not  in  conflict  with  the  By-Laws  of  the  Society, 
a.^  shall  be  needful  for  the  government  of  the  Board  and  of  the  Assembly, 
and  thereafter  make  such  alterations  or  amendments  of  the  same  as  shall 
have  been  announced  at  a  previous  stated  meeting  of  the  Board,  and  receive 
the  vote  of  a  majority  of  its  members. 

'■'>.  At  its  first  meeting  the  members  of  the  Board  shall  divide  themselves 
by  lot  into  thiee  classes  of  seven  members  each,  who  shall  serve  for  the 
term  of  one,  two  and  three  years  respectively. 

4.  In  ease  of  the  death  or  resignation  of  any  member,  or  his  disqualifi- 
c  ition  by  loss  of  membership  in  the  Assembly  or  otherwise,  the  Board  shall 
lill  the  vacancy  thus  created. 

Article  VI — Assembly. 

■1.  The  Assembly  shall  be  constituted  at  the  first  stated  meeting  after 
each  annual  meeting  ot  the  Society,  and  shall  consist  of  the  President  and 
members  of  the  Boards  of  Directors  and  of  the  Women's  Corps  of  Visitors 
of  the  District  Associations,  of  His  Honor  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  the  Pres- 
dents  of  the  Board  ol  City  Trusts,  of  the  Board  of  Guardians  of  the  Poor, 
of  the  Board  of  Health,  of  the  Board  of  Education,  of  the  Board  of  Mana- 
gers of  the  Ilou&e  of  Correction,  and  of  the  Inspectors  of  the  County 
Prison,  and  the  members  of  the  Society,  together  with  representatives  of 
such  Societies  as  shall  be  admitted  to  co-operation.  It  shall  elect  annually

n  President,  three  Vice  Presidents,  a  Recording  Secretary,  ami  siv,li  other 
officers  as  shall  be  deemed  desirable. 

2.  The  Assembly  shall  hold  stated  monthly  meetings  for  the  considera- 
tion of  topics  related  to  the  organization  of  charity,  the  education  employ- 
ment and  elevation  of  the  poor,  the  suppression  of  mendicancy  and  the 
prevention  of  pauperism. 

3.  The  Assembly  shall  nominate  from  its  own  members,  bein<r  members 
of  the  Society,  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  the  number  of  persons 
to  be  elected  to  the  Board  of  Directors. 

•Article  VD—  District  Associations. 

1.  A  Local  Association  of  the  Society,  acting  through  a  Board  of  Di- 
rectors to  be  chosen  at  every  annual  meeting,  shall  be  formed  in  each 
of  the  districts  of  the  city;  there  shall  be  established  an  office  for  inquiry 
and  relief,  and  a  Superintendent  shall  be  employed  for  each  district  The 
boundaries  of  each  Association  shall  be  as  determined  by  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  Society.  The  investigation  and  relief  of  each  District 
Association  shall  not  be  extended  beyond  its  own  limits. 

2.  The  District  Associations  shall  be  composed  of  all  the  Visitors 
of  all  persons  who  shall  contribute  not  less  than  one  dollar  in  the  current 
fiscal  year  to  their  funds,  of  one  Representative,  duly  appointed  by  each 
congregation  in  the  district,  and  one  Representative  each  from'  such 
charitable  and  other  societies  as  may  be  approved  by  the  central  Board  of 
Directors. 

3.  The  District  Boards  of  Directors  shall  be  subordinate  to  the  Board 
of  Directors  of  the  Society,  and  their  Superintendents  shall  be  subject  to 
its  inspection  and  advice. 

4.  In  each  District  Association  a  volunteer  covps  of  women  s'-a'l  be 
formed,  sub-divided  into  Visiting  Committees,  so  that  each  Visitor' shall 
have  a  sm.ill  number  of  families  under  her  care.  These  volunteer  c  >rps 
shall  act  under  the  rules  of  their  District  Hoards  of  Directors. 

5.  The  Districc  Directors  shall  raise  the  funds  needed  for  their  Work 
but  in  time  of  emergency  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Society  irav  aid 
them  from  the  Society's  Treasury. 

(i.  The  District  Directors  shall  adopt  By-Laws  for  their  government 
subject  to  review  by  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Society,  and  in  con' 
formity  to  the  Charter  and  By-laws  of  the  Society. 

Article  VIII— Amendments. 
No  alteration  or  amendment  shall  be  mule  to  these  Articles  unless  ap- 
proved by  a  meeting  oi   the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Society,  and  sanc- 
tioned by  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the   Society  present   at   its  next 
meeting.
